The New-York National Advocate 
of .Tue«tiay last, says,—“ The mo$t 
. interesting part oftlu^.President^coni- 
. inunicatUn niusi be tl^^ |it.uiccs of the 
cinintry.. j At tlie close i^<the lato, and 
. the qoinmeiiceiiien« »H’tlie present« year, 
strong apprehensions were expres*ied, 
• that there would bt? found during the 
year 1821, great deficicncy in tlie* r^- 
venuek ' During the ia.st three or fouf 
months, however, very cdnflicting 
upindons have becii eiitert.-iiiied on this 
subjcct, and the editors cf the National 
Intelligencer have stated that there 
would be no deficit.—We have made 
some efforts t» ascertain the facts, and 
we have no doubt that the inrormation 
which we have received, will be found 
substantially correct. 


It will be recnllccted that the nett 
receipts of the custom;» for the* fuesent 
year^ were estimated by the Settrctary 
of the Tre^ury at 14,000,000 of dol­ 
lars. It ¡8 understood lliat they will 
amount to about 13,000,000 olM dlars, 
leaving a deficiency of one niiiiioii.— 
The question arises, in what manner 
will Congre.s8 provide for this delicieii' 
cy. There are two modes ; et.ouomize 
in our expi'uditures, or make a teuipo- 
rtry loan from th bank of the United 
States, which, we presnnie the goverii- 
ment might do at 6 per cent; aithoufi;h 
we have no donbt the people would 
prefer (if ii can be done with a due re­

BA N K R U ^ LAW.

A meeting of the citiiens ofProvi- 
dcno«» to aid in the above purpose, was 
held on Wednesday evening last.— 
Edward Carrington, Esq. was called 
to the chair, and R, /. Arnold, was 
fhosen Secrecy.—AfUr an explana­ 
tion of the olyect of the meeting, it was 
voted-»“ That we lieartily contour in 
t^ opinion, expressed bv our fellow-' 
citisens of oilier towns, that the present 
situation of the comtiiercial, manufat;- 
turing, and agricultural classeji of the 
community, requires tlie enactment, by 
Congress, of a general system of 
ruptcy, to give equal security tid cij^di- 
tors, and to enable a very numerous 
class of unfortunate citizens to resunir; 
the active and useful employments ot 
life.” 


Committees were then appointed to 
draft a Memorial; and also to forwanl 
the same to our Senators and Kepre 
sentatives in Congress.
